The tornado tore through the 


heart of the town, sparing only one 
building—a motion-picture theater, 
in which 200 persons were sheltered 
The greatest loss of life was in a 
restaurant. 
Eighteen persons were 


in the place when the brick walls 
collapsed. 
Sixteen were killed and 


the other two were seriously injured

the sub-committee, of which Senator 
Thomas of Colorado, was chairman. 


Disclaiming wholesale condemna-

owned cars except where the ordi- 
nary rate is based on transportation 
in another type of car cheaper to 
operate. 
Specifically an increase from tliree 


quarters to one cent a mile wa* al- 
lowed in the 
additional rate for 


tank, poultry and heater cars, to be- 
come effective Oct. 15 next. 
This 


increase does not apply to stock, 
coke, coal, rack. flat, box-or pocket 
cars, the additional rate on which 
remains at three quarters cent a 
mile. 
Re-icing of cars must be done 


by the carrie-.s and the charges for 
this service must be based on actual 
cost with reasonable percentage of 
profit.

TERMS BETWEEN THE 


ALLIES AND SWEDEN 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


New York, Aug. 22.—Terms of 


the commercial treaty recently sign- 
ed by the entente allies and Sweden 
and which is expected to diminish 
:he sending of supplies to Germany 
were made public here today by Axel 
R 
Nordvall. head of the special 


commission of the Swedish govern- 
ment to the United States 
It gives 


to the allies 400,000 tons of dead- 
weight shipping and 2,000,000 tons 
of Swedish iron ore. 


Sweden so agrees to license the 


export of the allied governments of 
wood pulp, paper, iron, steel, etc., 
and to grant to the allies suitable 
credit in Sweden for the purchase of 
Swedish goods during the continu- 
ance of the present 
unfavorable 


monetary exchange. 


The Stockholm government, ac- 


cording to Mr Nordvall, has given 
satisfactory 
guarantees 
that 
no 


goods imported to Sweden from al- 
ied countries or any nations whose 
shipping the allies control, will be 
exported to anj of the central pow- 
ers.In exchange for these commodi- 
ies. facilities and guarantees, the 
allies have asrce'i to ship to Sweden 
jrcad cereals, roal and coke, min- 
eral and ediblf oils, sugar, rubber 
and rubber gonrK cotton and cotton 
goods, hides, leather and tannin? 
material, coffco cocoa, tobacco, cop- 
iier. Ferro alUn> tin, tin plate, ni- 
trate of soda, raw phosphates, sul- 
phur, "and other goods and mater- 
ials necessary for Sweden's eco- 
nomic life."
